An Effort to Bring the School and 
the Home Together. 

The gulf between parent and 
teacher is too common a phenome¬ 
non to need exposition. The ex¬ 
istence of the chasm is probably 
due more to carelessness, to pres¬ 
sure of time, or to indolence than 
to any more serious delinquencies; 
yet all will admit the disastrous 
effects that flow from the fact that 
there is not the close intellectual 
and spiritual sympathy that there 
should be between the school and 
the home. 

Whether or not this failure of 
teacher and parent to come to a 
close and perfect measure of sym¬ 
pathetic cooperation is more preva¬ 
lent or less prevalent in city than 
in country is not of great impor¬ 
tance in this discussion.
